Earth Was Formed 


Chicago. 


A “glue” made up of water, ammonia, and 
hydro-- carbons cemented together primeval par- 
ticles of dust to form the carth millions of years 
ago, according to a new theory advanced today. 


“Dr Harold C. Urey, discoverer 
of “heavy water’ and one of the 
developers of the atomic bomb, 
expounded his theory of a 
chemical bond which-helped to 
form the carth in furtherance of 
‘o hypothesis’ he offered recent- 
jy on the creation of the 
universe, 


Urey believes the heavenly 
bodies were formed from 
swirling ‘clouds of cosmic’ dust 
which — eventually bombed  to- 
gether to form plancts and suns, 


In a lecture reczntly, Urey— 
distinguished service professor 
of.chemistry cat the Unlversity 
of Chicago—snid the cosmic 
dust cemented together at low 
temperatures to form large ob- 
jects similar to metcorite: or 
asterolds which still wander 
about the sun. : 


Then the objects» “went 
through a period of heat in 
which “fractionation” took 
Place, sceporating two main 
groups of compounds found in 
the universe. . Groups of fron 
compounds were . preserved in 
the Interior of the astral bodies. 
Rocky compounds containing 
silica wero evaporated and lost, 


INTO SPACE 


Also lost during, this period 
were hydrogen, helium and neon 
along with most of the original 
water, nitrogen ond carbon 
which emanated into spuce as 
methane gas.

Urey's theory disagrees with

The ‘fact that some of the 
more volatile’ chemical clements 
in both the iron and the stony 
compounds wore retained on 
carth -indicates that these 
claments must have condensed 
out as t erature | not “much
